Town gets okay from LAB to build arena 


The Local Authorities 
Board has given approval 
to the arena planned for 
downtown St. Albert, 

Word came Tuesiay after- 
noon in a telephone call from 
LAB Chairman Jack Fleming 
to Councillor John de Brut jn, 
who had headed a special 
committee handling the pro= 
ject for the town, 

‘He said the board was 
satisfied that the town was 
providing a useable facility, 
and formal approval would 
be sent out by mail Wed- 
nesday,” Councillor de 
Bruijn said. 

The proposal will come 
before council again Monday 


and Councillor de Bruijn will 
present a resolution calling 
for the town to enter into an 
agreement with Norway Con- 
struction Ltd, and Sturgeon 
Electric, 

Norway, locally owned by 
Harold Rattai, submitted 
bids of $84,951 for the build- 
ing and footings; $1,300 for 
water and sewer from the 
street to the building; $2,000 
for minor washroom facilit- 
ies; $1,254 for a concrete 
slab for the washrooms; and 
$600 for the electrical work 
in them, 

Sturgeon Electric sub 
mitted a bid of $7,900 for 
‘we lighting for the building. 


The Chamber of Commerce 
has given the town a letter 
of commitment to erect the 
boards and players boxes for 
$2,500. 

Councillor de Bruljn said 
he did not see any problems 
{n getting council to endorse 
the bids. 

He said a start could be 
made immediately on pre- 
paring the site. The arena 
committee had received ver- 
bal agreements that equip- 
ment would be donated for 
the job. 

The councillor didnot give 
a projected date for comple- 
tion, Mr, Rattai had estimat- 
ed 50 working days, 


It will depend on how things 
gom-especially weather 
Wise--as to any possibility 
of using the arena for a 
time this winter, 

Total cost of the project 
is expected to be $100,645, 
As of last week the fund was 
still $5,000 short but since 
that time the Fire Depart- 
ment has donated $200, 

It is also expected another 
$2,500 will be coming from 
the St, Albert Kinsmen Club 
The Kinsmen had kicked {n 
$7,500 when the arena fund 
had just got under way early 
{n the year, 

Councillor de Bruijn com- 
mended town staff for their 


work in getting the arena 
proposal into shape so it 
could be presented to the 
LAB, 

He had special praise for 
the work done by Town En- 
gineer Jan Mandaag, who 
Spent long hours in the early 
stages preparing a list of 
requirements and priorities 
for the project. 

“He presented us with all 
the angles,’’ Councillor de 
Bruijn said, “He did his job 
well,’’ 

The arena will be located 
50 feet from Perron Stree 
south of Imperial Lumber, 
It will be 216 feet long and 
120 feet wide.

‘LAB releases town 
_ from its control: 


Mayor Gibbon elated 


The Town of St, Albert is 
no longer under the control of 
the Local Authorities Board 

LAB Chairman Jack 
Fleming said Tuesday the 
release from the board’s 
control became effective Dec 


| 12, The town had applied for 


release Dec, 5, 
“Town council has shown 


* considerable restraint over 


the past few years, and as a 
result the town’s finances 
are now quite good,’’ Mr. 
Fleming said, 

He said the 20-year de- 
benture debt the town in- 
curred in 1963 when it went 
under the board’s control 
was still far from paid, but 
the town’s debenture 
accounts were nevertheless 
in good shape, 

The town required the 
$520,000 consolidation loan 
when it found itself in the 
disastrous position of hav- 
ing more liabilities than 
assets, 

“The board analysis of the 
town’s affairs had shown 
them to be continually im- 
proving,’’ Mr, Fleming sald, 
‘‘Council has done a good 
job,"’ 

Mr. Fleming, former sec- 
retary-treasurer of the town 
is still a resident. ‘‘I’ve 
been quite familiar with the 
town’s affairs,’’ he said. 

Mayor Ray Gibbon sald 
the release doesn’t really 
change a thing, except that 
St, Albert residents will be 
able to take a little more 
pride in their community, 

‘It doesn’t mean they’re 
going to get services and 
facilities coming out of their 
ears,’’ he said, ‘‘There will 
still have to be controls.’’ 

The mayor said he felt 
that with the proper controls 
exercised and without cutting 


services, within five years 
the mill rate in St, Albert 
could be lower than Edmon- 
ton’s, 

“Our mill rate won’t be 
lower than the 80 it is now,”’ 
he said, ‘‘but it could still 
beat Edmonton's, The great+ 
est thing we ever did was 
bumping the mill rate by 
11 three years ago, It star- 
ted us on the way up. It’s 
something Edmonton will 
have to face sooner or later’”’ 

The mayor said the town 
will still have to go through 
the LAB on any money bylaw, 
so in a sense it had the 
same control as before. 

‘But it means St, Albert 
has absolved itself of adirty 
bad situation which existed 
in 1962 and 1963, We're 
masters of our own destiny 


again,’’ he sald. 

‘‘It is a sign that the town 
is really progressing, yet 
controlling its spendin g, 
something it had to do to get 
out from under LAB control. 

‘We have asound financial 
thing going in this town now, 
and the release simply veri- 
fies {t.’’ 

Mayor Gibbon said he was 
going to frame the release 
when it arrived and hang It 
in his office, ‘Anyone who 
wants to see it Is welcome 
to come in and look,” he 
said, 

The mayor sald credit 
could not be given to one 
man in gaining the release, 
{t would have to go to the 
whole counct! which had 
worked toward it for so long

any land there or elsewhere 
for a sports centre site. 

3. Four and one-half 
years ago the town instructed 
an Alberta land surveyor 
and professional engineer to 
replot the Forest Lawn area 
and to attempt to get as the 
town’s free statutory entitle- 
ment of 10 percent of the 
replotted area, sufficient 
land adjacent to Churchill 
and Namao to use as a future 
recreation centre site, 

4. Four years later the 
replot plan was rejected by 
the Public Utilities Board 
because of procedural ir- 
regularities, 

5. The town then referred 
the matter to a solicitor to 
get it straightened out (this 
is not likely to result in a 
speedy finalization of the 
replot), 

6. No one has ever been 
able to give town council a 
date by which the town would 
be guaranteed to have clear 
title to land at the Churchill 
and Namao site, 

7. The success of areplot 
is dependent upon the number 
of objecting owners of land 
in the area of the replot. 
Because taxes payable by 
the owners of land increase 
once the replot is registered, 
the time of completion Is 
affected by the probability 
of rapid sale of the lots and 
the construction of homes on 
the replotted lots, which in 
turn {s dependent upon mort~ 
gage money, Not all of the 
owners consented to the re- 
plot. 

8 The town may event- 
ually acquire land at the 
Churchill and Namao site 
but the progress made to- 
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wards it in the last four and 
one-half years does not in- 
spire any confidence that the 
land will be acquired within 
a reasonable time. Another 
generation of St, Albert 
children could grow up with- 
out the benefit of covered 
ice facilities,

JACK SCOTT COLUMN 


By Jack Scott 

The talk had turned to 
memorable Christmas gifts 
and, surprisingly, each of 
us could remember one par= 
ticular present above all 
others, None, however, was 
quite so memorable as the 
one described by Tommy 
Douglas, a gift that was, as 
he put it, “of incalculable 
value, ’’ 

The story went back to 
an early year of the “‘dirty 
thirties’’ shortly after Doug- 
las was ordained as minister 
of the Calvary Baptist 
Church in Weyburn, Sask- 
atchewan, a period long be- 
fore his decision to enter 
politics. 

Then, as now, Tommy had 
a strong interest in boys’ 
work and so, on a day when 
11 delinquent youngsters 
were to appear before the 
Weyburn police magistrate 
he went to court to do what 
he could for them. 

They were a wild-looking 
bunch, dressed in cast-off 
clothing, boys from broken 
homes and homes where the 
depression had brought 
grinding poverty, They'd 
been involved in just about 
every conceivable trouble 
that boys can manage. 

‘Maybe it was because 
it was a week before Christ- 
mas and I hadn't got over 
my sermon on the spirit of 
the season,’’ Tommy recall- 
ed with a laugh, “In any 
event I ended up having all 
11 boys committed to my 
care and then wondered what 
or earth I'd do with them, 
All I think of was to take 
them home, Well, to march 
in with those eleven raga- 
muffins was quite a sight. 
I'd been married less than 
a year, but that was onetime 
my wife nearly went hometo 
mother,’’ 

The boys promptly got 
baths and hair-cuts, Mem- 
bers of Douglas’ congrega- 
tion donated clothing, Others 
arranged for them to take 
odd jobs after school so that 
they might help out finan- 
cially at home, 

Best of all, from the boys’ 
Standpoint, they became a 
part of the church’s athletic 
program that Tommy -- no 
mean boxer for his weight -- 
had organized, 

“It was a funny thing about 
those kids,’’ Douglas recall- 
ed. ‘‘They didn’t know how to 
play. They could fight. Fight 
at the drop of a hat. Knew 
everything except the Mar- 
quis of Queensbury ,rules. 
They could pick a lock. They 


could get into a building and 
ut again and you'd never 
Know how they got there. But 
intil we got them into basket-

ball and boxing they'd never 


learned to play. It was a 
wonderful thing to see them 
learning, ’’ 


With things going this well 
it was a blow to Tommy to 
have a visit oneSunday from 
a storekeeper, The boys, it 
seemed, had broken into his 
shop. They'd stolen choco=- 
lates, soft drinks, cigarettes, 
a complete assortment of 
confections, He was deter- 
mined to press charges, the 
shop=keeper said, when they 
were nabbed, 

Tommy went directly to 
their “‘secret’’ hide-out and 
caught them red-handed 
gorging themselves on candy 
and smoking their hot cigar- 
ettes, 

“T didn't have to pretend 
to be sore withthem,’’ Tom- 
my remembered, “I was 
good and sore, I told them 
I was going to have them all 
committed back to the 
magistrate, I told them I'd 
had my fill."’ 

That night tn Weyburn's 
Calvary Baptist Church the 
congregation was swollen by 
exactly 11, The boys sat 
through the service, striving 
to look angelic, as Douglas 
vividly recalled, and when 
it was over they tropped 
into his study, 

“IT proceeded to give them 
my very best lecture,’’ he 
remembered. 

‘Pretty soon they began 
to sniff and cry andthetears 
flowed, They'd brought with 
them all that was left of the 
loot, Their spokesman said 
that it was all to be taken 
back to the store inthe morn- 
ing and they would make good 
on what they’d taken, They all 
agreed that things would be 
different, that it wouldn’t 
happen again, It was a fine 
reconcilliation, 

Then, as they began to 
leave Douglas’ study, one of 
the boys stopped and came 
back to Tommy’s desk, 
Nearly 40 years later the 
leader of the New Democrats 
could remember him as if it 
were yesterday, 


“I'll never forget him,” 
he said, ‘‘He was the tough- 
est of the lot. He could pick 
a lock with a hair-pin and he 
could fight anything his size, 
He was thin and wiry and he 
looked like a terrier.'’ 

Slowly, with an effort that 
was against all his instincts, 
the boy began to empty his 
pockets and to give Tommy 
Douglas the gift that he 
prizes as highly as any he 
ever received. 

“There was my watch, my 
penknife, my fountain pen 
and several other items’; 
he recalled. “It was all 
there -- everything he'd 
stolen from my desk during 
the last half hour.’’

safeguards, the Gas 
Protection Branch of the Alberta 
Department of Labour exercises 
a primary three-part, province- 
wide control program. This covers 
natural and gas propane install- 
ations and related distribution 
within the corporate 
boundaries of village, town and 
city limits Initially, through 
permanent control measures, 
every individual gas fitter in the 
province must pass strict qualifi 
cations of certification to ensure 
he is capable of top standards of 
workmanship; and before any job 
begins, whether it is a new 
installation or an addition to an 
existing one, a work permit must 
be obtained and recorded with the 
Branch. To follow-up on these 
safety ractices, a continuing 
series of year-round spot checks 
are made to make sure standards 
are maintained. In addition to 
these steps, the Branch staff 
examines, tests, rejects or 
approves any new gas appliance 
or product offered for sale in 
this province. To give proper 
direction and interpretation of 
the gas code and to promote gas 
safety, over 4,000 copies of a 
regularly published news bulletin 
are sent to the trade and contract- 
ing industry

All modern bridge _ building, 


replacement and design in rural 
areas of this province are co- 
ordinated through facilities of the 
Bridge Branch of the Alberta 
Department of Highways and 
Transport. In a three-part pro- 
gram involving over 10,000 
bridges, many innovations such as 
precast concrete structuring have 
resulted in substantial savings in 
time and costs. Year-round 
inspections, regular maintenance 
routines, researcii and develop- 
ment projects are just part of the 
work involved in improving main 
highway bridges to insure they 
are safe and adequate to handle 
the ever increasing volumes of 
traffic. Replacing old narrow 
steel bridges on the secondary 
road system in the province, and 
removing antiquated bridges 
which have become hazards to 
high-speed traffic on local roads 
result in about 100 new bridge 
and overpass projects a year being 
added to our surface transporta- 
tion network.
